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PALE  PLAY  FOR  ONE  BODIES 

The  Medical  Profession  has  made 
•wonderful  progress  in  tho  extension  of 
human  life.  Not  to  bo  denied  in  this 
work  ib  the  importance  of  the  advance 
of  knowledge  and  skill  in  tho  profes¬ 
sion  itself.  But  probably  tho  most  im¬ 
portant  of  all  agencies  contributing  to 
general  health  has  been  the  constant, 
systematized  propaganda — education. 

While  it  is  true  that  wo  all  want  to 
bo  healthy,  tliero  is  a  tendency  "to 
forgot  to  think  about”  our  health,  ex¬ 
cept  when  wo  aro  ill.  There  was  a  time, 
when  healthy  folk  could  very  easily 
forget  their  bodies.  But  that  is  hardly 
possible  now,  with  all  tho  health  items 
(and  advertisements)  in  publications' 
and  radio  programs. 

An  inBtanco  of  what  this  combina¬ 
tion  of  medical  skill  and  judicious  pro¬ 
paganda  has  done  for  ono  phase  of 
human  well-being  in  ono  locality:  Twen¬ 
ty  years  ago,  roports  Dr.  James  Stew¬ 
art,  State  Health  Commissioner  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  tho  tuberculosis  death  rate  in 
Missouri  wad  135.4  por  100,000  popula¬ 
tion,  while  in  1929  tho  rate  had  de¬ 
creased  to  67.36.  Like  decreases  have 
occurrod  in  the  other  states. 

Probably  ono  important  roason  for 
the  effectiveness  of  lioalth  propaganda 
is  tlie  provalenco  of  man-of-tho-street 
language,  and  renunciation  of  technical 
claptrap.  To  cito  an  example  from 
Missouri  Public  Health  Nows: 

Newspaper  headlines  featuring  tho 
mishaps  of  aviation  carry  many  roports 
of  the  physical  crashes  of  pooplo  who 
liavo  ignored  the  fact  that  tho  same 
physical  check-ups  aro  as  nocossary  for 
successful  living  as  they  aro  for  succes- 
ful  flying.  Of  courso  tlicso  human 
crashes  aro  called  heart  troublo,  kid¬ 
ney  troublo,  rheumatism,  nervous  break¬ 
downs,  etc,  but  wlmt’s  in  a  namol 

Such  mis’fortunos  aro  frequently  tho 
result  of  undertaking  some  font  of  Ilf o 
such  as  amassing  a  fortune  or  attaining 
social  prominence,  without  physical 
check-ups  to  soo  if  tho  body  is  in  con¬ 
dition  to  successfully  stand  such  an  en¬ 
durance  test.

And  by 
True  Americanism  wo  do  not  mean  that 
distorted  and  bombastic  view  which 
says,  “America — right  or  wrong,”  but 
by  truo  Americanism  wo  moan  tho  view 
which  holds  “Amorica  Right — and  if 
she  isn’t  right,  we’ll  help  make  her 
right.”  A  truo  American  will  help 
make  America  truly  a  land  of  oppor¬ 
tunity — a  land  whore  ovory  boy  and 
girl  shall  liavo  the  opportunity  of  mak¬ 
ing  tho  most  of  his  or  her  own  abilities. 

A  sound  internationalism  must  bo 
taught  along  with  patriotism.  America
